DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a multilayer structure comprising silicone oil and an antifog composition, but 
fails to disclose three layers consisting essentially of nylon film and a layer consisting essentially 
of ethylene vinyl alcohol and a layer consisting essentially of nylon 6, nylon 66, nylon 6/6,6 or 
a combination thereof; the prior art comprises antiblocking particles of ethylene vinyl alcohol, 
but the particles do not constitute a layer, and the claimed layer of ethylene vinyl alcohol is not 
an antiblocking layer. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no 
later than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
